ESENTMENT at the attitude adopted 
R by the National University Graduates' 

Committee towards Convocation was 
expressed at a meeting of the Convocation 
of the National University of Ireland yes- 
terday, when a deputation was ap inted to 
discuss the matter with President de Valera, 
the Chancellor of the University. é 

The meeting was called to receive the re- 
port of a delegation appointed on March 12th 
to interview the National University Gradu- 
ates’ Committee, which had been set up with 
a view to securing employment for graduates 
in the new industries established in the Free 
t tate. 

At the beginning of the meeting a letter 
from the Committee to the Clerc of Convo- 
cation was read. ‘The letter was as follows: 
‘‘My Committee had before it to-day your 
letter proposing that a deputation be :eceived 
pursuait to a resolution passed at the last 
meeting of Convocation. After some\discus: 
sion, 1 was directed to inform you that the 
Committee was uf opinion that no useful 
purpose could be served by the reception of 
this deputation, and it, ‘therefore, regrets 
it is unable to accede to your request. 
My Committee is satisfied that the ultimate 
attainment of the objects for which it was 
formed depends upon the continued Larmo- 
nious relationship existing between it and the 
three constituent colleges and the Senate of 
the University by whom it is recognised and 
financed, and that the absolute independence 
of the Committee ‘s a condition precedent to 
that end.”’ 

The Chairman, Dr. P MacCarvill. pointed 
out that at the last meeting a resolution 
standing in his name for the election of 
‘the special Irish Graduates’ Committee, as 
suggested at the meeting of Convocation of 
December, 1933,” had been adjourned, to 
see what would happen as a result of the 
appointment of the delegation. Convocation 
had felt that if they could get into contact 
with the existing Committee they could make 
an amicable arrangement with ‘them. Ap- 
parently, any overtures to the Committee had 
' been spurned. Accordingly, he formaliy pro- 
posed the resolution. 


AMENDMENT CARRIED. 


Mr. T. O’Rourke moved an amendment : 
‘That a deputation, consisting of the Chair. 
man, Clerk of Convocation and Miss Lyne, 
be appointed to wait upon the Chancellor to 
lay before him all the facts relative to the 
Committee, which states that it has been re. 
coguised by the Senate; that they prepare a 
memorandum for consideration by . the 
Senate, to be forwarded to the Registrar of 
the University, giving the facts and inquiring 
into the status claimed by the said Committee 
When seeking recoguition by the Senate: 
that a copy of the memorandum be sent to 
each Senator elected by Convocation, and 
that he or she be asked to attend the Senate 
meeting and uphold there the decisions of 
Convocation.” 

Mr. O’Rourke said that the attitude of the 
Committee, solely in relation to Convocation, 
had been very undesirable. The Committee 
was represented in the Press as the Com- 

mittee of Convocation, but later they found 

that, having used Convocation, it suddenly 
decided that it did not want Convocation and 
that its support would be a burden. “ You 

may think what you jike about Convocation.” 

he said, “but. having been used. ther 

ignored. and fiinally insulted, even Convoca- 

tion will resent such a thing.” 

Mr. 'T. Forbes, seconding the amendment, 

said that they wanted to mark their resent. 

ment of an insult by people who apparently 

used the back of Convocation to jump into 

recognition. Referring te the laudable pur- 

poses of the Committee, he said - that if 
Convocation allowed itself to be cut off from 

a movement so desirable as that it would 
have no justification for existing. 

Mr. B. Nolan, opposing the amendment, 

declared that the Committee had grown more 
important than Convocation, and it was 
essential that it should cut adrift. Cork, 

Dublin and Galway were all represented on 
the Committee, and it was made a condition 
by Cork and Galway that the ‘Committee 
should have nothing to do with Convocation, 
for the simple reason that Convocation was 
not an assembly of the National University, 
but of University College. Dublin. 

Mr. O'Rourke and Mr. Forbes both inter 

vened to point out that the amendment was 
not intended te be a criticism of the 
personnel of the Committee.

A Strange Illusion. 


I was under the impression that mirages 
were mainly confined to deserts, until a 
Íriend, who went on a yachting trip to 
Scotland last year, told me that one even- 
ing he saw the image of a town, with 
white-washed houses and a church re, 
suspended in the sky immediately above 
the horizon. After a little while the pic- 
ture disappeared, and the sky-line assumed 
its normal aspect, with no land in sight 
in that direction. Since my friend related 
his experience I have discovered that 
similar tales are told about the coast of 
Antrim near Rathlin, where a green 
island is said to rise out of the sea, com- 
plete with woods, farms, and a village in 
which people can be seen engaged in the 
occupations of a fair. This is probably an 
exaggerated case of what sailors call 
“ looming,’’ an illusion which scientists . 
believe to: be due to certain conditions of 
density and temperature in the atmo- 
sphere. An even more extreme example 
of the kind is the appearance which I have 
heard old people state that they saw in the 
south-eastern sky on the first day of 
September, 1870. Probably this tale owed 
a good deal to imagination, but it was 
asserted that on that particular evening, 
the date of the battle of Sedan, movements 
of troops and artillery were seen in the 
sky just above the horizon. 


Fruit Crees. 


On my daily journey to town by train, 
writes a friend, I always look out of the 
windows to admire the fruit trees iu the 
small gardens from Sydney Parade right 
down to a short distance below Lansdowne 
road station. They are a perfect. picture 
just now, and a fine show of blossom 
promises well for the coming crop. Un- 
fortunately, some of these miniature 
orchards show signs of neglect and lack of 
pruning. This is a great pity. The 
flourishing condition of the trees, in spite 
of lack of care, shows what might be 
accomplished with a little attention and 
foresight, when a Lansdowne road apple 
might be cited in the same breath as a pear 
from the Loire, or an Irishtown prawn, 
or some such famous delicacy. Viewing 
the built over and lawn covered fields in 
this neighbourhood, it is hard to believe 
what I was told by one old resident, that 
in his boyhood he had shot snipe on the 
site of the Swastika Laundry. 


Summer ‘Birds, 


A correspondent writes :—Sitting in the 
sunshine in my garden yesterday I heard 
the first willow wren of the year. To me 
this means that summer has almost 
arrived. The song of the willow wren is a 
sweet, plaintive diminuendo of about 
eleven to thirteen notes, constantly uttered 
as the little creature flits from branch to 
branch. Together with its relatives, the 
whitethroats and wood warblers,. the 
willow wren (who, by the way, has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the common wren). 
is easily among the first ranks of our more 
welcome bird visitors—I was forgetting 
the blackcap, who must certainly be in- 
cluded—and the whole “gang ” of these 
charming little warblers make the spring 
woods gay and populous. In Lancashire 
the wood warbler is called the “ shilling 
bird ” on account of the resemblance of 
its peculiar thrilling note to the rattle of 
a spun shilling on a plate. The place to 
hear the willow wren is Bohernabreena. 
where the birds assemble in considerable 
numbers before spreading over the 
countryside,

“WY JE look forward with confidence to 
the coming season in the belief 
that notwithstanding obvious 
drawbacks we have an industry which is 
growing every year in importance, and for 
which our country is in a unique manner 
adapted. We are satisfied th-* the measures 
we are adopting for the development of that 
industry are the best in ali the circum-

This statement is made in the report to be 
presented at the annual meeting of the Iri= 
fourist Association at the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, to-day. 

lt goes on ‘to state that satisfactory results 
attended the association’s special m-asures of 
organisation and publicity for the 7933 
tourist season. Broadly speaking, the season 
could be put on record as the best they had 
had in purely Irish holiday traffic to Irish 
holiday resorts. Responsible public officials 
at Irish seaside resorts had officially ercdited 
ths good results of the year to the effective- 
ness of the association’s co-operation. 

‘The decreased spending power of all 
types of tourists is,” adds the report, “a 
matter of common knowledge in all countries, 
The popularity of ‘holidays on the move’ 
has diminished the leisurely holidays of other 
years. Sport, in its more expensive forms, 
has suffered from world economic restrictions, 
more than any other section of tourist travel, 
Tourist traffic, built up chiefly by the initia- 
tive of railway companies, is passing, first 
to motor traffic, and in turn to the new out- 
of-doors urge typified by hiking. The more 
leisurely classes have forsaken the palatial 
hotel lounge for the cruising steamer, and 
have been followed by an increasing number 
with less expensive tastes.”’ | 

FOREIGN REFERENCES. 

The report states that last vear successful 
results were obtained at comparatively small 
expense in the realm of pictorial publicity 
through the medium of films and photographs. 
Each year the amount of sympathetic editorial 
references to Ireland and its holiday attrac- 
tions in various newspapers and periodicals 
of foreign countries has been increasing sub- 
stantially, notwithstanding the continued 
tendency on the part of a limited section of 
the British Press to feature Ireland as other 
than the peaceful country which it has always 
been, and still remains. Realising the extent 
of the danger to the tourist traffic from such 
propaganda, the association intensified its 
publicity work in Great Britain at the open- 
ing of the 1933 season, and. with the valuable 
co-operation of transport interests, there was 
a resultant marked improvement, 

Realising the potentialities of the American 
tourist traffic, the association in 1953 made 
an experimental effort through the opening of 
temporary offices in New York. Chicago and 
San Francisco, and the patronage of a distin- 
guished group of Irish-Americans was secured 
for expansion of American membership, Results 
to date had not justified the permanency 
of the experiment—the Chicago and San. 
Francisco offices had to be discontinued— 
an effort is being made to concentrate on 
activities in New York. 

“ While the greater pert of our holiday 
traffic is drawn from our own and neighbour- 
ing countries, and while its retention necessi- 
tates heavy publicity expenditure, we cannot 
hope within our limited income to make the 
provisions for permanent representation and 
publicity in the United States which the 
development of that market would require, 

IN U.S.A. AND CANADA. 

“ We have had an experiment which has 
already yielded valuable results, and has 
given us equally valuable contacts for per- 
manent future use, and we shall avail to the 
utmost of these in conjunction with the dis. 
tribution machinery already established 
throughout the U.S.A. and Canada. 

“Since 1925 the available good accom- 
modation at Irish hotels has been increased 
by about 15 per cent., and virtually every 
hotel in the country has been to some extent 
re-furnished and modernised. The number 
of hotel bedrooms equipped with hot and 
cold running water has increased from 500 
to over 2,000. 

‘Transport facilities and conditions have 
moved with the times, so that to-day we can 
claim for Irish holidays, as previously, not 
only the merits of a first class holiday land, 
with every desirable variety of sport, interest 
aud scenery, but the more solid ad vantages 
of good accommodation and transport at 
reasonable fixed charges.’’ 

The mailing list of a few hundred, started 
in 1925, has grown to almost 10,000, with 
virtually half of whom the asociation has 
regular monthly contact. Literature issued 
on behalf of the country and its various 
tourist resorts is now distributed regularly to 
the principal hotels, clubs and public libraries, 
in addition to railway, steamship and tourist 
agents in every country where there is a 
field for the association’s activities. Parcel¢

Alice Sheehan, Bluegate, Abbeyleix, sued | 


Teresa and James O'Toole, 20 Lower Fitz- 
william street, Dublin, to recover damages for 
alleged defamation of character while the 
plaintiff was employed as a nurse at the 
private hospital of the defendants last June.

TENANT'S CASE. 


IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 


In the Circuit Court Judge Moonan 
delivered judgment in favour of the plaintiffs 
in an ejectment suit brought by the Dublin 
Corporation against Christopher Eglinton, ol 
7 Hazel road, Donnycarney, in respect of 
premises occupied by the defendant under 
lease subject to a yearly rent of £3. 

Lhe defence was that the defendant was 
entitled to retain possession of the premises, 
as he had complied with the terms of his 
lease. Defendant denied that he owed money 
to the Corporation on foot of rent or mort- 
gage interest, and claimed that he was entitled 
to set off against the amount claimed a 
sum of £4 odd paid for collection charges, 
which, he submitted, the plaintiffs were not 
entitled to charge. 

Judge Moonan said that was a civil bill 
under the Title Jurisdiction Act, in which 
the plaintiffs, as mortgagees, sought to recover 
possession of prémises at Hazel road. The 
premises were part of an extensive building 
scheme carried out by the plaintiffs, and, as 
an extremely large number of tenants were 
affected by the issues raised, the case was 
really a test one of much importance. - By a 
“form of application ” the dotendiuan applied 
to become purchaser of a dwelling on the 
following material conditions—that the balance 
of the purchase money was to lie out on 
mortgage at 543 per cent. ; that the purchasers 
should be let in as tenants at rents equivalent 
to ' weekly payments’’; the ' weekly pay- 
ments should, in addition to a provision 
for payment of rent, rates, fire insurance, 
collection charges, and instalment of principal 
and interest, include ls. per week as a reserve 
repair fund; if the purchaser allowed four

Universities and Trade. 


“The numbers attending a university 
vary inversely with the prosperity of the 
rest of the community.” This paradoxical 
remark, which occurred in the course of 
Dr. James Bell’s speech to the Dublin 
Rotary Club on Monday, sums up the 
present position of graduates, and partly 
explains the difficulty which they are 
finding as regards work. In times of 
prosperity the universities cater mainly for 
the professions and the civil service, and 
their students have found it comparatively 
easy to secure suitable posts. When times 
are bad, however, the struggle for existence 
is intensified ; for the colleges are filled to 
overflowing with young men who have been 
unable to find vacancies in industry or 
trade. University authorities are faced 
with the problem of providing a livelihood 
for this increased number, and the task is 
not easy ; for vacancies in the professions 
are no more plentiful than before. Hun- 
dreds of present-day graduates cannot hope 
to find work through the usual channels, 
and often have great difficulty in finding 
it elsewhere. Their university training 
sometimes proves to be a positive dis- 
advantage ; for the idea has grown up that 
such men are not only too old to be 
“broken in” to office life, but are 
temperamentally unsuited to it. Modern 
industry and commerce, fortunately for the 
graduate, show signs of a change of atti- 
tude, and many British firms now recruit 
a proportion of their staffs from the univer- 
sities. In the Free State both Trinity 


College and the National University have 


made strenuous efforts to bring their 
students into closer touch with business 
life, and we hope that these efforts will 


meet with success. 


Ireland’s Trees. 


It is announced that there will be an 
extension of tree-planting operations in 
the Free State next winter, and that the 
Minister for Lands and Forests will need 
approximately a million and a half

THE RATES POSITION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sre,—The position of the rate collection 
as disclosed by the recently-published figures 
sheds very little light on the matter. The 
figures showed that the entire warrar: was 

000,000—collected £2,000,000, outstanding 
£1.000,000. If this were the position in normal 
times the rest of the people would have good 
cause to reproach the farmers; but what is 
the full story, as disclosed by Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s Budget speech in the House of Com- 
mons? Therein it was stated that in the 
last financial year the British Government 
had collected in special duties £4,552,000 from 
Free State farmers. The latters’ total direct 
liability for England’s claim was less than 
£3.000,000, including Land Purchase Sinking 
Fund. and, without the sinking fund, would 
be less than £2,500,000. As the sinking fund 
is not being collected by the British at 
present, the farmers had to pay through the 
special duties £2,000.000 that was not their 
liability. Thus, if the annuities and rates 
liabilitv of the farmers be combined, the 
latter have paid £1,000,000 more than their 
oblication rather than £1,000,000 less. 

By the ultimate Financial Settlement of 
March, 1926, Clause 5, the Free State 
Government agreed to pay the British 
Government £600,000 a year for twenty years 
on foot of local loans This sum is raised 
annually by County Councils, mainly in rates, 
and paid hv the Councils to our Government 
to meet the British claim. Although the 
Countv Councils every vear collect this sum 
and transmit it to the Board of Works, our 
Government has kept the money and not paid 
the British, but the latter have collected it 
from the farmers through their special duties. 
Thus the farmers are being called on to pay 
this debt twice.

THE BEST MAN. 


The members opposite had said that 
they had no member of their persuasion 
on the Judiciary, but the first Lord Chiet 
Justice was Sir Denis Henry, and he him- 
self believed that no prosperity could come 
to a Government that made appointments 
on religious grounds. That was one 
thing to which he would never be a party. 
So far as he was concerned, he would 
alwavs seek for the best man for the 
position, irrespective of his religion. It 
was his policy to see that fair play was 
meted out to all classes and creeds inside 
their area without any favour. 

Mr. Leeke—What about the Protestant 
Parliament ? 

Lord Craigavon—In the South they 
boast about a Catholic State; we boast 
that we are a Protestant Parliament and 
a Protestant State. It will be rather in- 
teresting for the historians of the future 
to see which will get on  better—the 
Catholic State in the South or the Pro- 
testant State in the North. He was 
doing his best to top the bill, and be a 
step ahead of them. 


EXAGGERATION. 


He thought that there was a great deal 
of exaggeration in regard to the motion. 
Were memories so short that hon. mem- 
bers could forget that those who came 
into that area at a certain period in their 
career came in for the purpose of helping 
to prevent the Ulster Government being 
established? They would never forget the 
death of one of their colleagues—MIr. 
Twaddell—while two members of the 
House at present bore marks of bullets 
because of their loyalty in trying to main- 
tain the Government. He believed that 
the people who were responsible for the 
crime came from outside, and was it any- 
thing wonderful that they should take 
precautions and advise their own people 
in Northern Ireland to beware of any of 
that type coming to Ulster to re-create 
turmoil, murder and bloodshed ? 

They were out to give fair play to all. 
They could deal with their own popula- 
tion, but he did say, and did think, that 
it-was right to concern themselves in see- 
ing that no employment was given to 
people coming over the border who aimed 
at suborning the Constitution, and start- 
ing all over again the terrible troubles 
of 1920, 1921 and 1922. i 

“TIT would look upon myself as lacking 
in my own duty to the people of Ulster,” 
he declared, “if I did not take every pre- 
caution to see that such happenings did 
not take place again.’’ 


LOY AL PEOPLE, 


He added :—They had a long way to go, 
and they would take every step to warn 
the public to employ only loyalists, and 
when he said “' loyalists ” he did not care 
what their religion might be—not a bit. 
As long as they were loyal people they 
would engage them and give them every 
chance, but they would do everything they 
could to keep out those people who came 
to burrow underneath their Constitution, 
and who worked day and night to destroy 
the Ulster that had taken them so long to

AMENDING THE TOWN

HERE is reason to believe that the 
Government have surrendered to the 
pressure brought to bear on them, both in 
the Dail and the Senate during the debates 
on the Local Services (Temporary 
Economies) Bill with regard to dispensary 
medical officers, and that they will be 
omitted from the operation of the measure. 
This fact will probably be made clear 
when the bill comes up on Report stage 
in the Senate to-day. 


LAST WEEK’S DEBATE. 


It will be remembered that at the sitting 
of the Senate last Wednesday, Sir E. Coey 
Bigger moved an amendment to the Local 
Services Bill to exempt medical officers 
from the “ cuts ” in salaries which the 
bill proposes. Mr. Sean YT. O’Kelly 
objected on the ground that this would 
place the medical. men in a privileged 
position. He did not, of course, argue 
that their salaries were too high, but he 
objected to one class of public servants 
being given preference. Several Senators 
spoke in favour of the amendment, which 
was ultimately adopted by 22 votes to 12. 

On the Report stage to-day an amend- 
ment will be proposed on behalf of the 
Government which will embody the 
exemption of the doctors. 


TOWN PLANNING. 


On the Town Planning Bill, which will 
come up on Committee stage in the Senate 
to-day there will be a large batch of 
Government amendments, as well as 
amendments by private members. This 
bill, it will be remembered, had a long 
Committee stage in the Dail, and the fact 
that the Minister finds it necessary. to 
bring such a large number of amendments 
in the Senate might be argued as a very 
substantial reason in favour of the con- 
tinued existence of a House which has 
been sentenced to death” by the 
Government. 

It is certainly a very remarkable 
illustration of the fact that revision of 
bills by a Second Chamber is desirable.

LIKELY 


"T HERE is likely to be a resumption of 

work on the part of the members of 
the Irish Seamen and Port Workers’ 
Union, who are at present on strike, at 
the Port of Dublin to-day. A definite de- 
cision on this question will be taken at a 
mass meeting of dockers which will be held 
at 7.30 a.m. 

At a meeting held at the headquarters 
of the Union last night the men decided 
upon working the Head Line vessels at 
present in port by a majority of five in a 
vote of several hundreds. The smallness 
of the majority prompted the officials of 
the Union to seek a fresh mandate from 
the men this morning. 

Important considerations were placed 
before the meeting, which consisted of sea- 
men, dockers and checkers. The main 
consideration was that the situation re- 
garding the permanent employment of 
Irish Free State nationals as seamen would 
be materially altered by the establishment 
of a new Irish Free State Shipping Com- 
pany. This company was registered this 
week under the title of the Saorstat and 
Continental Steam Packet Company. 

The new company has acquired from the 
present owners.a number of vessels, in- 
cluding the s.s. Fair Head, the s.s. 
Teeling Head, and the s.s. Wicklow Head. 
All vessels belonging to the company will 
employ only I.F.S. nationals, and it is 
estimated that at least 26 men will be re- 
quired immediately. These men will be 
recruited from the membership of the Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union. 


CAUSE OF THE STRIKE. 


Mr. J. Ellis general organiser, in his 
address to the men, said that the dockers 
had gone on strike because their fellow- 
members were refused empioyment on 
Head Line vessels in Belfast and Glasgow. 
The purpose of the strike was to insist 
that the members of the British union 
would be paid off in Dublin and that the 
vessels would be manned by the men who 
had been refused employment. That pur- 
pose had been achieved. 

At this stage several of the men present 
asked were there not Belfast members of 
board some of the trans- 
ferred vessels, and if they would be 
retained in. their employment on the 
grounds that they were members of the 
Irish union. 

Mr. Ellis stated in reply that Irish 
Free State nationals would receive first 
preference of employment. 

Shortly before midnight it was decided 
to take a vote of the men on whether they 
would discharge the vessels or not. The 
vote was taken, with the result given 
above. '

DONEGAL CO. COUNCIL

BRITISH DEBT TO 
| AMERICA. 


AMOUNT STILL DUE. 


In the House of Commons yesterday the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer (Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain) informed Mr. Oswald Lewis 
(Conservative) that the amount of the 
British War debt to the’ United States at 
the time the debt was funded was 4,600 
million dollars. The total amount since 
paid was 1,466 million dollars, and the 
amount now owing was 4,368 million 
dollars. 

Mr. Craven-Ellis (Conservative)—Is. it 
not a fact that the settlement provided for 
payment of a dollar with a fixed gold con- 
tent, and that the fact that President 
Roosevelt has recently depreciated the 
dollar in no way affects or relieves our 
obligations ?

DISARMAMENT 
TALKS. 


BRITISH-ITALIAN 
AGREEMENT. 


GERMAN HOPES OF 
SOLUTION, 


- 


OLLOWING the conversations yester- 
day between Signor Suvich, the Italian 
Under-Secretary for Foreign .Affairs; Sir 
John Simon and Mr. Eden, Reuter’s 
Diplomatic Correspondent understands that 
both Governments are, in general, agreed 
that a disarmament convention on the lines 
of the British draft convention is rendered 
all the more desirable by recent evénts. 

It is known, however, that the Italian 
Government, if the whole of the British 
plan proves impossible of acceptance, think 
success might be attained by a less ambi- 
tious restriction of arms. 

The British view is, and has always been, 
that the British plan for disarmament 
presents actually less difficulties than the 
less idealistic idea of limitation, for the 
following reasons :— 

(1) A number of countries, by self-deny- 
ing ordinances, have kept their armaments 
‘for the period of the arms talks down to a 
much lower level than they could agree to 
permanently. The Royal Air Force is a 
case in point. The French Army authori- 
ties might advance a similar claim. 

(2) If limitation at present levels is to 
be concrete, these levels must become 
known absolutely, but it is very doubtful 
whether certain countries would be agree- 
able to an investigation of their arms, 
resources or personiel, 

(3) A standstill agreement would involve 
numerical limitation of all armaments. 


‘The British plan never went so far as this. 


The establishment of machinery for super- 
vision would present insuperable diffi- 
culties. 


OBJECT OF NEGOTIATIONS. 


Reuter understands that it is not the 
object of the Simon-Suvich negotiations to 
arrive at any special agreement, but 
rather to exchange views on the prospects 
for the next meeting of the Disarmament 
Conference and the line which each country 


intends to take. 


Both Governments having the achieve- 
ment of a convention as their constant 
endeavour, it is expected that when the 
conversations end to-day it will be possible 
to record a definite advance towards the 
common goal, 

Herr Joachim von Ribbentrop, Ger- 
many s new special representative for dis- 
armament questions, spoke hopefully in 
an interview with Reuter’s Berlin Cor- 
respondent last evening. 

‘I am confident,” he said, ‘‘ that, 
despite many difliculties, commonsense will 
in the long run prevail, and leal to a 
lasting solution of the disarmament 


problem.’ 


REPRESENTATIVE’S AIM. 


He said that his aim was to pave the 
way for.an armament convention which, 
on the basis of equality, should give peace 
to Europe and restore to this part of the 
world that feeling of safety and trust that 
was so bitterly necessary for the recovery 
of Europe’s economic life and for estab- 
lishing better conditions for all. 

‘‘The situation as it is needs clarify- 
ine,” Herr von Ribbentrop remarked ; 
“but I think that in all countries the 
idea is more and more gaining 
that the primitive right of 
and equality which every nation of honour 
claims for itself cannot be denied to Ger- 
many. 

‘“No one in the world contests the 
moderation of our demand for defensive 
weapons. The moderate demands of Adolf 
Hitler and the Government of the Reich 
show, on the one hand, an unshakeable 
will to defend nation and country and to 
give it a feeling of security; and, on the 
other hand. express at the beginning of a

NEW GERMAN AIRSHIP. 


Germany's newest and largest dirigible, 
the LZ 129, nearing completion at Fried- 
rithshafen, has a diameter of 154 feet and 
is 812 feet long: It will have a gondola 
with four promenade decks, a _ reading 
room and writing room, a smoking lounge 
and bar, a diningroom, a general sitting- 
room, a kitchen, and 25 sleeping cabins, 
equipped with hot and cold running water. 

The freight space will be large enough 
to hold a cargo of motor cars. The airship 
has veritably arisen from the ashes of the 
ill-fated British R 101, whicu crashed near 
Beauvais, France, in 1930, 
of 49 lives. 
to avert a similar accident, but much of 
the R101’s twisted framework has’ been 
utilised in its construction. The scrap 
metal was purchased by the German 
Government.

Conservative majority, 6,977. 

This is the thirty-seventh by-election 
since the general election of 1951, and there 
are three others pending—at Fermanagh 
and Tyrone, Hemsworth, Yorkshire, and 
Upton, West Ham. 

North Hammersmith is the second seat 
the Government have lost within a few 
months, Labour gaining East Fulham last 
October, and the fifth since the general 
election. The three others were Wakefield, 
Wednesbury and Rotherham, which were 
won by Labour. 

North Hammersmith was previously held 
by Labour in 1923-24, and from a by-elec- 
tion in 1926 to the general election in 1931.

4 MEN REMANDED 
IN CUSTODY.

GRAPHIC description of the shoot- 
ing outrage at Upper Church, 
County Tipperary, last Saturday night, 
was given at a Special Court, which was 
held in Thurles to-day before Acting 
District Justice McCann, by Edward 
Kinane, Finahy, whose house was entered 
by three men, one of whom shot him in 
the hip with a revolver. Another of the 
intruders had struck him with a baton on 
the head and shoulders, inflicting serious 
injuries. 

The court proceedings were conducted 
in the surgical ward of the District 
Hospital. At the injured man’s bedside 
four men were arraigned on charges of 
conspiring to shoot at Kinane with intent 
to murder him, and conspiring to assault 
him with intent to do him grievous bodily 
harm. They were Colonel Jerry Ryan, 
Thurles, a prominent leader of the United 
Ireland Party; John Harty, Ballyvoneen 
Thurles, formerly of the Free State 
Army; Hubert Jchnson, motor driver, 
Dovea; and James Cantwell, Moyne. 


PROPPED UP IN BED. 


Kinane, whose forehead was bandaged 
and who was stated to be not yet out ol 
danger, was propped up in bed, and at 
the conclusion of his evidence was, at his 
request, handed a drink of water.

A REVOLVER. 


Continuing his evidence, the witness 
said that Johnson told him twice after- 
wards to put up his hands, but he refused. 
Johnson then drew a revolver and put it 
against witness's chest. Witness moved 
backwards towards the dining-room and 
Johnson followed him. Witness. caught 
Johnson by the collar with his right hand 
and the barrel of the revolver with his 
left. Suddenly a shot rang out and a 
bullet flashed past. Witness’s mother was 
standing nearby. Johnson then pulled the 
revolver out of witness’s grasp and foreed 
him back to the kitchen. While in 
handigrips with Johnson he was struck by 
a baton twice on the head and twice on 
the left shoulder by one of the other men 
in the kitchen. The third man 
shot at him,

or three minutes, but said nothing. ‘They 


then left. the man who fired the shot that 


wounded him leaving first.

ALMON and sea trout eanght in Free 
S State waters, for trade and sport, are 
worth annually in the neighbourhood of 
a quarter of a million of money. What was 
the worth of these fish caught last year has 
not yet been ascertained. The Free State 
Fisheries Department is at the present time 
endeavouring to collect the statistics of last 
years catch, but is being sadly delayed in 
its task owing to the dilatory conduct, and 
often sheer neglect, of holders of fishing 
licences. So many of these persons fail to 
supply the Free State Department of 
Fisheries with the facts required of them 
that it will be many months, maybe years, 
before further statistics of salmon and sea- 
trout fishing can be published by the Depart- 
ment. 
The most recent figures available are those 
of 1931. It was not possible to issue them 
until yesterday. 


THREE YEARS. 


The statistics of salmon, sea-trout, and 
eels captured in 1927, 1929 and 1951 
demonstrate variations in quantity and value 
which point to the uncertainties of the trade 
and the sport. 

In 1927, salmon caught weighed 
3,469,215lb., valued at £254,066. There was 
more than a fifty per cent. falling-off in 192¥. 
when the salmon caught weighed only 
1.650,724lb., valued at £172,395, which shows 
an enhancement of price probably occasioned 
by the comparative poverty of the catch. 
Things were in one respect better in 1¥9ol, 
when the salmon caught weighed nearly a 
million mcre Ib. than the catch of 1929. In 
1951 the salmon captured were of 2,603,9751b. 
weight, but the price was poor at £195,599. 

There are a dozen principal salmon fishing 
centres in the Free State. In respect to all, 
with one exception, the figures of the catches 
for the three years stated are in substantial 
ratio with the totals for the whole country. 
At the Ballina, Moy, Easkey area there was 
an increased catch in 1931, as compared with 
1927. 320,937lb. were taken by net and 
other ‘‘engines,’’ and valued at £22,86), as 
compared with 265,722lb., valued at £20,507, 
taken in 1927.

The Japanese Ambassador in Berlin 
declared in 'an interview that Japan will 
insist on naval parity. 

'The Japanese Air Force is to be nearly 
doubled in the next three vears. 

Geneva considers that what was at first 
a ballon d’essai has been converted into a 
new situation in the Far F agt. 

Apart from a somewhat negative 
announcement hy the State Department, 
which does not yet give any indication 
that America would follow Britain’s lead 


‘in sending a Note to. Japan; there is no 


reaction in United States official quarters 
to the Japanese situation. 


A *“*MUTE BYSTANDER.” 

' It is strongly. indicated that the United 
States intends, at least for the time, to 
remain a mute. bystander in any inter 
national-complication arising from Japan s 
statement of policy to China. 

Regarding reports from London that 
Mr. Bingham, the United States Armbas- 
sador, had conferred with the Chinese 
Minister, Mr. Phillips, the United Sta‘es 
Under-Secretary of State, said that Mr. 
Bingham had been given no instructions 
and had not notified the State Department 
of any conversations he might have had 
with any officials? 

The New York Times understands that 
the United States approves Great Britain's 
Note to Japan, and that Britain and 
America will stand together if there is a

FIANNA FAIL ON STATE 
OF DONEGAL. 


At Donegal County Council vesterday a 
deputation from St. Patrick’s Fianna Fail 
Cumann, headed by Mr. Jas. O’Donnell, 
told the Council that there was a very 
pitiable state of poverty in the district. 
At Port- 
hall a family was living in a one-roomed 
house, in. which many councillors would 
wonder how one man could lie down com- 
fortably. Tne people were in an abject 
state of poverty, misery and want. Children 
were going to school in a terrible state of 
poverty and under-nourishment. 

Mr. D. E. O'Boyle, Chairman of the 
Home Assistance Committee, said that there 
was more poverty in Castlefin, -Raphoe, 
Lifford and Stranorlar areas than in any 
other part of the county. 

lt was agreed to ask the Department. to 
do something for the former Strabane 
No. 2, Aileach, Letterkenny and Stranorlar 
areas, and to have a more equitable basis 
of allocation of grants adopted.
